In this situation he mam^ 
fested a disposition fraught with 
hunoanity and benevolence ; what- 
ever severity he might be under 
the necessity .of exercising toward 
the unhappy objects committed to 
ills care during their confinement, 
he never forbore to make the great- 
est exertions to assist them at the 
time of their trials, tew left the 
prison without testifying their gra* 
titude, aiid tears often spoke the 
sincerity of the feelings they ex- 
pressed. His removal firom ^ 
office, was in consequence of a 
wish on the part of the magistrates 
to emf^oy the prisoners in th^ nu-

REMARKS. 

The a^onishment which was ex- 
cited by the performance of Crib at 
diis exhibition, was incredible. In 
his other contest, as we have ob- 
served in the preface, he was a no- 
Vice in the science of boxing, when 
compared with Belcher; and hia 
only perfection was, that of taking 
more beating than an ordinary 
bruiser could administer to him. In 
this instance he appeared, in stop- 
ping' and measuring his distance^ 
equal to the skill that opposed him j 
and with these advantage* the final 
issue might have been anticipated. 
He still is deficient in quickness^ 
•for it was not until Belclier had 
lamed his hand and received, a blow 
jinder the perfect eye, *' that Crib 
I^ad a shadow of chance. Crib, it 
appeare, has thus been improved by 
the lessons he has received from Bill 
Ward and the amateur who backed 
him, since he has been in training, 
and in this instance he never flinch- 
ed from his maij. With respect to 
Belcher, all that vigour and skill 
V^hich were predominant in him in 
his day, still remain with him j 
tut, as in his battle with the 
Chicken, he was unable to judge 
Jiis distance, which may be account- 
led for by the loss of his eye. He 
had all the advantages over his op- 
jx>nent that could have been ex- 
pected y but when his sight became 
impaired by the hit under tlie eye, 
Jie threw many blows away, ^nd 
^ith the accident of a lame hand^ 



which he was unable to strike with, 
he excited universal commiseralioii 
in those who had before been intox^ 
icated with admiration. Crib re- 
ceived a severe beating about the 
foody, and both their heads were 
much disfigured. 

ft was given out that a contest 
was to take place between young^ 
Belcher and Byan ; but the latter 
had been roughly handled in the 
street on the preceding lught; 
which prevented his attendance^ 
Young Belcher consequently chal- 
lenged Dutch Sam on the ground ;

A Whit of Enquiry was exe-

That such flies' are often^ 
found in his nest, where pieces of 
cow-dung are also stuck, is indu- 
bitable ; but, as their light could b^ 
of little service to him, it seems 
probable that he only feeds on tlxem. 
He may be taught with ease to fetch 
a piece of paper, or any small Uiing, 
that his master points out to him : i^ 
is an attested fact, that iif a ring be 
dropped into a deep well, and a sig- 
nal given to him, i^ will fly down 
with amazing cel^ity, catch the 
ring before it tovici^ the wat^, 
and bring it up tQ his paster with

The Baya feeds naturally on 
grasshopper-s and other insects, but 
will subsist, wlien tame, on pulse 
macerated in water. His flesh is 
warm and drying, of easy digestion,- 
and recommended in medical books 
as a solvent of stone in the bladder 
or kidneys ; but of that virtue there 
is no sufficient proof. The female 
hya many beautiilil eggs, resem- 
bling large pearls 5 the white of 
them, when, they are boikd, is 
transparent, and the flavour of 
tliem is exquisitely delicate. When 
many Bayas are assembled on a 
high tree, they make a lively din, 
but it is rather chirping than sing- 
ing; theic^want of musical talents 
i^, however, amply supplied by 
their wonderful sagacity, in. which 
they arc not excelled by any fea- 
thered iuhabitantB of 'the forest.

Sec. Upon, . enquiry> I 
round his residence in the wQod& 
bad not been a secret -, bat somp 
late outrages which he committed, 
prompted the sufferers to complain. 
It appeared that he occasionally 
molested tlie women, but always 
ran from the men. 

Upon this information, I sent out a. 
party, wiUi a guide, who knew hi* 
haunts. The party djyided, with 
a view to surround his hut ; and- 
in the deepest recesses of the woods, 
they saw him sitting on the point 
of a rock ; he fl^, but, after a 
short pursuit, was* overtaken, and 
brought hither« He was naked, 
save the scanty remains of a dou- 
blet j hh beard had attifined the 
utmost pohit of its growth } his 
feet and hand^ iv«ie callofiit as ka- 
ther ', his skin wasiliscoloured with 
fllth ; and, altogether, he exhibited- 
the most humiliating object that 
monkish debasenieat could foi'* 
nish.

dumbness, but afterwards I ob-

When a cordial 
was given to him, he was cautioned 
tiSt to drink much, 'as excess wouid 
kill him j he replied, " death to 
me is welcdrae.**^ 'He tras clothed, 
fed, and encouraged, and the writer 
of this retired to recoinoiend himf 
as a fit object fbr the hospital. In 
a itittrate afterwards, he vnas told 
the wild man had escaped. It seems 
keiiad watched for an opportunity: 
of being unobserved, -wheti he 
iei^sed his victuals, and ran with 
amazifig ceierit]^ towards the woods. 
The dogs were alarmed, and pur- 
sued him ; as theyapproactjied, he 
threw down pieces of meat to stay 
them. When he found his efibrts 
to escape unavailing, he stoppec| 
suddenly, and ran to his pursuers^ 
When he was expostulated witlvom 
kif want of confidence, after the 
kind treatment he had met widi, he 
shook his head^ sighed deep^; and 
said, "^l nan is my enemy 3 I am 
afraid !" His intellects appear to 
be sound, although he speaks witl^ 
great reluctance jr he is well made, 
has blue eyes, and is in stature 
about five feet eight inches. 

}iis hut is fashioned raucli like 
an Indian wigvvam> and he has 
contrived a subterraneous kitchen, 
with great ingenuity j his habita-i 
tipn was sun'ounded with springes 
to catch birds, oxie of which he had 
prepared for his breakfast. He ha4 
displayed talents in fabricating di* 
\:ers sorts of baskets > but What is 
strange, no iron, nor even a knife^^ 
was found in his possession.

(not at Florence, as before stated) ; 
that he was educated at Caen, in 
Kormandy; that of the former 
place his father is a wine-merchant ; 
and that himself kept a store at 
Port-au-Prince, in. St. Domingo, 
soma years ago. He writes a legi- 
ble hand,, and speaks Nonuan 
French with gyeat fluency. His 
understanding on general subjects is 
iHiimpaired ^ but he^h possessed of 
a notion that he- is reserved, for 
some ignominious death -, and nei- 
ther tlie encouragement nor the 
kindness he has received, have been 
able to eradicate this impression, 
which seems to be indelible.

ILfR. Lambert*^ apartments had 
more the air of a place ci fa- 
shionable resort than of an exhibi- 
tion, and as long as the town con« 
timied fbll, he was visited by a 
great deal of the best company.-^ 
The dread he fdt on coming to 
liOndon, lest be should be exposed 
to indignity and insist from the cu- 
riosity of some of his visitors, was 
soon removed by the politenesg and 
attention whidi he universtaily ex* 
perieoced. There was not a gen- 
tleman in town, from his own coun- 
ty, but. went to see him, not mere^- 
ly gazing at him as a spectacle, but 
treating him • in- the most friendly 
and soothing manner, which, he 
has declared, is too deeply impressed* 
upop his niind ever to be forgotten. 
The spirit of politeness which al- 
ways prevailed in the presence of 
Mr. .Lambert, was such as was, 
perhaps, never observed on a simi- 
lar occasion, though ijt is but natu- 
ral to suppose that, among the num-^ 
ber of those who chose to gratify 
their curiosity, some few exceptions 
should occur. Thus, one ' day a 
person perceiving, previous to en- 
tering the. roono, ^at the company 
were uncovered, /observed to Mr; 
I<ambert*s attendant^ that he would 
not take offhis hat even if th^ Kine 
were present. This rude remark 
being ottered in uie hearing of Mrl 
Lambert, he imn^iately replied,

Many ofthcf visitors seemed in- 
capable of gratifying their cariositT* 
to its full extent, and called again 
and again to behold what an im- 
mense magnitude the hmman fignnp 
is capable of attaining ; on^ gentle- 
man, a banker in the city, jocoseljr 
observed, that he had fairly had a 
pound's worth. 

Mr. Lambert had the pleasure o)r 
receiving persons of all descriptions 
and all nations. He was one day 
visited by apirty of fourteen, e^ht 
ladies and six gentlemen, who ex- 
pressed their joy at not being too 
late> as it was near the time of clos- 
ing the door for the day. Tliey 
assured hini they had come front 
Guernsey, on purpose to convince 
themselves of the existence of such 
a prodigy as Mr. Lambert had been 
described to be by one of their neigh* 
hours, who had seen him, adding, 
that they had not even one single 
firiend or acquaintance in London^ 
so that they had no other motive 
whatever for their voyage.— *• A 
striking illsustration of the power of 
curiosity over the human mind. 

Among the many visitors, great 
numbers of foreigners were grati- 
fied with the contenapbtion of a 
spectacle, unequalled in any oth^ 
country. Among others, the cele* 
brated Polish dwarf. Count Bora* 
lawski, was not the least interest- 
ing. The Count having made ^ 
fortune by exhibiting his person,' 
has retired to Durham to enjoy th^ - 
fruit <^ his economy. Though 
now in his sei^enty-second year, he - 
still possesses all the gracefulness 
and vivacity by which he was fbrf - 
merly characterised. Mr. Lam* ^ 
bert, during his apprenticeship at 
Birmingham, went several times to 
see Borulawski, and such was the - 
strength of the ^ Count -s memoiy^ 

that 
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that he htA scarcely fixed his eyes 
upod him in Hccadilly, before he . 
recollected his hce. After reflect* 
log a momefat^ he exclaimed that 
he had seen the same tace^ twenty 
years ago^ in Birmingham^ but it 
was not surdy the same body.-— 
This unexpected meeting of the 
largest and smiallest man, seemed 
to realise the &bled history of the ' 
inhabitants of Lilliput and Brobdig- 
»ag, particularly when John Lam- 
bert rose, for the purpose of afford- 
ing the Count a full view of his 
prodigious dimensions. 

The many characters that intro- 
duced themselves to Mn Lambert's 
observation in the metropolis^ fur- 
nished him with a great number of 
anecdotes, which a retentive me- 
mpcy enables him to relate with 
good efibct. 

One day, the room being rather 
crowded with company, a young 
man in the fvont, almost close to 
Mr. Lambert, made incessant use 
of one of those indispensible appen- 
dages of a modem beauj, called a 
qvuzzing glass. The conversation 
turned on the changes of the wea- 
ther, and in what manner Mr. 
Lambert felt himself affected by 
them— " What do you dblike 
most ?'* asked the beau.—'' To be 
bored with a quizzing glass*'— was 
the reply. 

A person was one day very rade- 
\y solicitous to know the cost of 
one of his coats. ** Indeed, Sir," 
apswered Lambert, ** I * cannot 
pretend to charge my memory with 
thjQr price ; but I can put you in a 
method of obtaining the informa- 
tion you want.— If you think pro- 
per to make me a present of a new 
coat, you will then know exactly 
what it costs.*' 

A person, who had the appear- 
ance of a gentleman, one day took 
the liberty oif ast^ing a nunjiber of 



impertinent questions; Mr; Lani'** 
bert kx>ked him sternly in the htot, 
but without making any reply. A 
lady now entered the room, and 
Lambert entered into cbnVersatton >^ 

with her, on which the same per- 
son observed, ^that he was more po- 
lite to ladies than to gentlemen.—* 
** I can assure you. Sir," answered ' 
Mr. Lambert, *^ that I consider it 
my duty to treat with equal polite- 
ness, all those whose behaviour 
convinces that they are gentlemen." 
*' I suppose," rejoined the querist, 
*^ you mean to infer, that I am no 
gentleman >" — *' That I certainly 
did," was the reply. Not yet* 
abashed by this rq>roof, he soon 
afterwards ventured to ask another ^ 
questk>nof a similar tendency. -Ir- 
ritated by these repeated violations 
of decency, which bespoke a de* 
ficiency/of goqd sense as well aft- 
good manners, Mr. Lambert fixed 
his eyes full upon the stranger— 
*' You came into this room l^ the 
door; but"—*' You mean to say," * 
continued the other, looking at the 
window, '* that I may possibly 
make my exit by some other way." 
— ** Begone this kistant," thun- 
dered Lambert, <« or by G— d III 
throw you into Piccadilly." No- 
second injunction was necessary to ' 
rid him of this obnoxious guest. 

Afier a residence of about five 
months in the metropolis, where, 
we believe, his success vras fully 
equal to his most sanguine expecta* - 
tions, Mr. Lambert returned, in 
September, IS06> to his native 
town. 

We shall now proceed to stale 
what we have been able to collect 
relative to the habits, manners, and 
propensities, of this extraordinary 
man. 

It is not imfMTobabie that inces- 
sant exercise in the open air, in the 
early part ^..li&, hud the founda- 
tion 
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tioa of an \iflc<tfmnon!7 health)^ 
coosdtution. Mr. Lambeit scarcely 
Iniows what it is to be filing or in- 
disposed. His temperance, ho 
doubt, contributes towards this un- 
interrupted flow of health. His 
food c^itiers in no respect from that 
of other people 5 he eats with mo- 
deration, and of oiie dish at a time. 
He never drinks any other beverage 
than water -, and though at one pe- 
riod of his life he seldom spent an 
evening at hotne but with convivial 
parties, iie nev^r could be prevailed 
upon to join his companions in their 
libations to the jolly god. One of 
the qualifications that stronglf tend 
to promote harmony and convivial-* 
itjr, is possessed in an eminent de- 
gree by^ Mr. Lambert — ^He has a 
&ie, powerful, and melodious voice. 
It is a strong tenor, unlike that of 
a £itman, light and unembarrassed, 
and the articulation perfectly dear. 

Mr. Lam berths height is iive 
feet eleven inches ; three yards 
four inches round the body -, one 
yard and one inch round the leg ; 
and w^eighs fifty stone, four pounds ! 
' He never telt any pain in his 
progress towards his present bulk, 
but increased gradually and imper- 
ceptibly. Before he was bulky, 
he never knew what it was to be 
out of wind. It is evident to all ' 
. those who are now acquainted with 
him, that he has no oppression on 
his lungs, from fat or any other 
cause ', and Dr., Heaviside has ex- 
pressed his '6pinion> that his life is 
ai good as that of any other healthy 
man. He conceives himself that 
be could walk a quarter of a niile, 
can go up and down stairs without 
inconvenience, and notwithstanding 
his excessive corpulence, can stoop 
■without trouble to write.' 

Mr. Lambeit sleeps less than the 
gi^nerality of mankind, being never 
more than eight hours in b^. He 



is never inclti^d 'to QWmkie^, 
either after dinner or in- any otliesr 
part of the day > and such is tk& 
vivacity of his disposition, that he 
is always .the last person to reti**e 
to rest, which he never does before 
one o'clock. He sleeps witlioul: 
having hi^ head raised more than Is 
usual with other men, afid always 
with the window opeii. His re- 
spiration is so perfectly free and 
unobstructed, that he never snores j 
and what is not a little extraordi- 
nary, he can awake within five 
minutes of any time he pleases .~ 
All the secretions are carried on 
in him with the same fatiiity as in 
any other person. 

We have already adverted to 
Mr. Lambert's fondness for hunt- 
ing, coursing, racing, fishing, and 
cocking. He wa^ likewise well 
know in his neighbourhood as a 
great otter-hunter; Till within 
these five years, he was extremely- 
active in all sports of the field, and 
though he is now prevented by his 
corpulence firom partaking in them, 
h& still breeds cocks, setters, and 
pointers, which he has brought to 
as great, or perhaps greater perfec- 
tion, than any other sporting cha- 
racter of tlie present day. "At the 
time when terriei^ w^ere the vogue, 
he possessed no less than thirty of 
them at once.

I^attff being expected to artive at 
Aberystwith on the 4th, Mrs. Bad- 
ston eloped with the defendant, and 
proceeded as far as the Devirs 
Bridge, about twelve miles from 
Aberystwith, where the defcindant 
told the landlord of the inn to deny 
htm, if any one asked for him. It 
so happened, that the plaintiff at^ 
rived at Aberystwith twenty-four 
koufs sooner tli^n he was expected, 
and having learnt from Miss Browii 
tlie unfortunate news of his wife's 
elopement, and of his own probable 
disgrace, he setoff in pursuit of her. 
The Colonel, before ^e had rt-^ 
paired to bed, had desired his ser-^ 
vant to keep watch, and as he was 
acquainted with the> whole aiEiir, to 
give speedy notice of a pursuit^ if 
any should take place. 

Abdu,t two o*clock the servant 
waked tlie defendant, and told him 
the plaintiff was on the road^ and 
approaching the inn. The plaintiff 
presently after arrived, and th6 fa* 
mily were disturbed. The land*- 
lord at first denied that Colonel 
Bedingfield was in his house, but 
having got from the plaintiff a pro-^ 
mise that he would behave with 
temperance, he confessed that the 
Colonel was at the inn, sleeping 
with a lady. The plaint imme« 
diately sent a note to the defendant, 
and an answer was returned. Thd 
defendant had quitted the chamber 
where Mrs. HaUston was sleeping^ 
and the plaintiff went in. A most 
distressing scene e^sqed ; bo(h]lfipr-* 
ties wept bitt^iy. The plawtitf 
s^ttd about a quarter of an hW, 
and then departed for his home i% 
tbA greatest agony of mind. . Mn. 
Railston again joined the ad#terer. 
They left the inn together; andt 
haWS lived widi each other tsvcr 
since.-<-^The learned Counsel called 
serera^ witnesses to prove the terms 
§f affection on which the plaintiff 
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mid his wife livedo and Miss Brown, 
to prove the several interviews with 
tke defendant ftt Aberystwith. The 
adultery was also dearly made out 
by the servant maid at tlie inn at 
the Devirs Bridge, an^ indeed it 
was proved that they had lived as 
man and wife at difierent places in 
Smith Wales, where they went 
subsequently to reside. 

Sir Vicary Gibbs addressed the 
Jury on behalf of the defendant, 
and though he did not dispute the 
adulterous intercourse, he said, tlie 
facility with which the lady had 
surrendered up herself, must prove, 
what sort of oomfort the plaintiff 
had been deprived of, in having 
once possessed the affections of such 
ft woman,, and go greatly in miti* 
gation of damages. 
. Lord Elknborough said, that the 
facility of the wife's consent was no 
answes to the wrong intended, and 
accomplished by the defendant. He 
had taken advantage of that facility 
to do an Irreparable injury ; the 

Elaintiff had lost the affections of 
is wife for ever, he had b^n de- 
}>rived of domestic comfort and con- 
ugal enjoyment — ^and the Jury 
would compensaterJris loss, as far as 
money could compensate so serious 
anii^ury, by giving him such rea- 
sbn^ble damages as the case, tinder 
all its circumstances, deitianckd. 

ThiB Jury retired for half an 
hour, and returned with a verdict 
for the plaintifF— damages One 
Thousand Pouwds !

'* of the surprismg power of the 

tword-hsh, wc extract from.

row*8 Voyage to Cochin China :—

extraordinary than die saltamihimpi 
of tlie astonishing power which tho^ 
muscles of fishes are. capable of ex« 
erting5 so very extraordinary ia- 
deed, that were they not aQthenti>- 
cated in such a manner as not t<^ 
leave the possibility of a doubt, they 
would certainly be ccmsidered as 
the inventions of voyagers. Ships* 
sides of thick oak plank have been 
completely perforated by the snout 
of the sword-fish, not of the com- 
mon species the Xiphias gladius, 
of which we struck one at the en- 
trance of Porta-l'raya Bgy, but 
another, or at least ft variety, of 
greater dimensions, being some^ 
times from 20 to 30 feet in lengthy 
and distinguished by a large plotted 
black fin, and by the rounded ex- 
tremity of the' snout or bony jho- 
boscis. Van Schouten, of Homs^ 
jn his very entertaining voyage 
round the world, about the bt^in-> 
ning of the 17U1 centoiy, states 
that " a great fish, or a sea-monster, 
having a horn like a common ele-> 
phant^s tooth, not hollow hat fiiU^ 
struck the ship with such great 
strength that It entered into S)ree 
^anks of the ship, two of green and 
one of o^d&en ii^ood, and into a 
rip, where it turned upward, tf^ 
thdr gre«it' go-od fortune.'* Ih the 
yeay 1801, a Damsh ship came mto 
the Cdpe of Good Hope, in oottse-* 
quence of springing Is leak off thm 
Brazil Coast. (^1 exaimiDatktti^ it 
was ibuhd that she 'bad been ttnick 
by a sword'«fish, the snout of which 
had penetrated the bottom^ wbel^ 
it still remzkined, having inap^d 
close o& the dcxtedor side of ihii ves* 
sel.

HTHE plaintiff is an^ apiothecaif 
and- luan^mldwtlfe, in F^lia* 
ttient-street, Westminster, ssad the 
defendant the pi^oprietor of a ha^« 
ney-coachi marked' No. 11 . It 
appeared that the plainttflf) hia vrife; 
and tti-o d)lldreh; were riding t9 
Camberwell in a single-horse chaise, 
abgut six o*ck)ek in the evening of 
the 7th o€ July last> and y^Ktb 
werturhed by th» dfffesukaal'a^ck^ 
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ney coach ^ the driver of which^ 
encumbered with another man on 
the fy^y and extremely intoxicat^j 
watf driving at a very furious rate 
when the colHsion took place.— 
The plaintiff and his family were 
thrown oiit, and tlie whole consi- 
derably bruised. One of the chil* 
dren had several of its teeth beat 
t)Ht, and the plaintiiF experienced a 
concussion of the brain that placed 
hid life in imminent danger. He 
yas obiliged to call in, the first me- 
dical assistance, and to retire wholly 
from his business for a considerable 
time. His chaise was broken to 
pieces, ^nd his loss altogether was 
of a nature that could not be com- 
pensated. 

Sir Vicary Gibbs admitted that 
the defendant was liable for the 
act of his servant. He had unfor- 
tunately employed a drunken, 
worthless felk>w, but in a moral 
sense there was no imputation upon 
his character. He Was therefore 
sure the Jury would not give ex- 
cessive damages. 

Mr. Garrow repUed, that he 
trusted the Jury woidd give such 
damages as would prove an exam- 
ple to hackn^-coachmen in future, 
andconyince coach-masters of the 
necessity of employing sober and 
earful drivers. 

The Jury found for the plalotiff 
—Damages, 1401.

It appeared, that on the nlOrniDg, 
of the 3d of June, I606, about four 
o'clock, the Birihiugbam coach waai 
setting out firom the Angel Inn, 
Oxford, on its way to. London, an^ 
had to make three or four turns be- 
fore it came into the high road.— 
The defendant, who was the driver> 
having had some dispute with ^he 
horsekeeper, mounted the box in a 
passion,* and drove off at a fudous 
rate, whipping his horses most im* 
mockrately ail along. The guar4 
and passengers being aware, and 
alarmed at their.danger, caljed on 
him to desist, but to- no ptii'pose; 
until turning out of Coach-and« 
Horse-Jane, (a narrow passage) into 
the High-street, the carriage upset> 
and no less than eight of the pas* 
sengers, besides the^cuard^ wem 
severely injured. One had hisif 
collar-bone broke, another a leg^ 
another an arm> and almost the 
whole of them were injured, mc»re 
or less 5 in consequence ofwhich^ 
the plaintiffs had been obliged tc^ 
make reparation to three of them^^ 
and were still liable for the injurjr 
sustained by the others. Theyhadpaij 
to one gentleman twenty guineas, to 
another fifty, and to the third, one 
hundred guineas. 1 

The dirfence attempted to4?e set 
up was, first> that the plaintiffs had 
haroessed a young, restive horse^ 
called Fo^ffg Boston^ as a leader, 
by way of experiroenty; and the de-» 
feddaDt behig, ajQ^ exiosllent dsiver, 
they tliought he. would be able to 
break him, in. The aexfe defence 
was, that, by the negligence of tlie 
g;ua£d;i th^ drag-chaiA ,\(ra^ botJo^ed 

*"' S "' ' . up 
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lip in its proper place, and getting 
dntangled in the sway-bar was the 
cause of the coach Upsetting. 
' One >yitness fof the defendant 
cnde?ivoiired to shew, that the 
coach itself was badly constructed, 
and was at all times dangerous 5 
jet it appeared that tliis man had 
ariven the same coach several 
Aionths, without any accident oc- 
curring. The evidence, hbwever, 
fell very short of the statement. 

Lord Ellenborough, in summing 
up the evidence, observed, that the 
plaintiffs in this case were entitled 

> to f tribute of praise for bringing' 
this action, and for tlie rtianner in 
which they conducted it. After 
paying a proper compensation to 
tlie persons injured, they then came 
to the Court for redress, instead of 
doing that which was too frequent- 
ly practised, defending an action 
a^auist them by the means of per- 
jury, which \^as generally the case, 
where the party gave a release to 
the coachman iii order to make 
him a competeixt. "witness.- when 
the xoach -drivers were once taught 
to feet that, they were responsible 
for their conduct; many accidents 
of this kjnd would be prevented. 
The pliontiffs, therefore, were 
clearly entitled to such sums as 
they had proved they had paid to 
ihe passengers who had received 
injury. The only sums proved, 
however, were, the twenty guineas 

' and thefifty guineas \ t)ut the Jury 
would also consider what further 
ciama^ they had sustained in the 
repairs of the coach iteelf, the hir- 
ing another coachman, &c. 

The Jury, aft^r a short consulta- 
tion, found a yerdict of one hun- 
dred guinea!^; K^ the plaintiffs.

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^HE dress of the mountaineers is 
coarse and plaiii. The men 
are cbthed in frieze coats, waist- 
coats^ and breeches, coarse woollen 
yarn stockings, brogues (a kind of 
dumsy shoes), coarse linen shirts, 
and felt hats. Some of the young 
men, however, imitate their low- 
land neighbours by a finer dress, 
and the women have progressively 
increased their finerj', insomuch, 
that the plain woollen h(xxi worn 
about twenty years ago is laid aside, 
and cloaks of gdod scarlet broad- 
cloth, or in summer of white dimi- 
ty, are used in their stead. The 
young women are particularly par- 
tial to variegated ribbons, and the 
more glaring the colours the more 
they are prized. Their gowns are 
linsey-woolsey or striped linen, of 
home manufacture. It, is a curious 
fact, that the fair sex among the 
most uncivilised nations are fond 
of brilliant colours — witness the 
tartan ribbons and petticoats of the 
highlanders of Scotland : and a si- 
milar predilection is shewn by the 
women of Russia and Tartary for 
t}ie party-coloured shawls of Kish- 
myre and India. 

Hospitality may almost be said to 
be instinctive among the moun- 
taineers ; and they carry this amia- 
ble virtue to so great a height, that 
there is always a little couch appro- 
priated to the wandering b^gars 
who often visit them. Indeed, tlie 
sociality and contentment of their 
Hves have been very naturally pouf[-

Their summer amusements coo- 
stsf of annual festivals, which they 
call patrons, being holidays in ho- 
nour of tutelar saints. The prin- 
cipal meeting of these mountaineerr 
is held on Midsummer-day. On 
this occasion the people first hear 
mass in the morning, and spend the 
remainder of the day in dancing, 
drinking, and other amusements. 
There are booths erected wher«- 
they assemble, and a multitude of 
toys brought thither for sale. The 
young men buy ribbons and gloves,* 
which they present to their sweet- 
hearts 5 and th9 festival resembles 
the English country wake. 

Besides tills amusement^ the 
young people cfften assemble on' 
Sunday afternoon, on some little 
green plain or mount, where they 
form a circle^ around which the- 
lads and ksses pursue each otlier 
alternately, and whoever U taken* 
forfeits a kiss, similar to thie sporty 
of Yorkshire, and other lioruiem 
counties of £ngland. In winter 
they amuse themselves with dan- 
cing in bams; or when the; ypung 
women spin, |he yoong men divert 
them with stories, ot with the ma* 
sic of the flttto or violin. Some of 
them are very expert at playing pa 
the Jews-hftrp,* and commonly use 
two at a time, which they play 
with thtir littje iingess. It as al* 
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most impossible to conceive the 
cheerfulness which illumines their 
faces at these social meetings. — 
Their penury, the wintry storms 
that howl without, and {he rum- 
bling torrents tliat bear fragments 
of the rocks impetuoyisly along, are 
unheeded by the lively train. We 
may well say of the Irish mountain- 
eer, as the poet does of the Swiss — 

** —Every good his nati'^c wilds im- 
part. 

Imprints the patriot passion on his heart ; 

And e'en those ills that round his man- 
sion rise, 

Eflhance the bliss his scanty fund sup- 
pHes. 

Dear is that shed to which his soul con- 
forms. 

And dear that hill which lifts him to the 
storms : 

And ^ a child, when scaring sounds mo- 
lest. 

Clings close and closer to the mother's 
breast ; 

So the loud torrent, and the whirlwind's 
roar.

With respect to superstition, the 
mountaineers retain a belief in the 
existence of fairies, whose power 
they dread. . They recount many 
feats performed by the fairies, or, 
as they call them, the gentn/. Tra- 
dition, has conveyed down the fable 
of the hanh shea, an apparition like 
an old woman, dressed in the an- 
cient Irish habit, with a hood on 
^ Iter hea^, bound with a kerchief ^ 
this spectre was said always to ap- 
pear under the window where any 
person Igy on the death-bed, and 
to express several mournful cries as 
a token of approaching dissolution. 
The existence of familiar spirits is 
also believed by this credulous peo- 
ples ; and an impostor, caUed Roger 
JMulheiii, who lived near Carlingr 
ford for mafiy years, is yet men-, 
lioued by them with the greatest 



reverence. This mair pretended, 
that by the aid of his invisible friend 
he could tell the state of the dead. 
Several people, anxious to know- 
how their relatives fared in tlie 
other world, flocked to the house 
of this sage, who gave them a night *s 
lodging free of expence, and by art- 
ful enquiries drew from his visitors, 
a knowledge of such circumstances 
in the life of the departed friend, as 
enabled him to decide whether he 
was happy or miserable. His fame 
increased, and the priests became 
alarmed lest his imposture should 
circumvent their*s. They forbade 
their parishioners to visit Mulhern, 
whom they affirmed to be under 
the influence of the Devil. But 
though the prohibition deterred the 
people from going publicly to the 
house of the impostor, yet they 
visited him, with the greatest se- 
crecy, under the veil of night j and 
he, as a reward for their faithful- 
ness, presented each person witli a 
shilling, besides giving them the 
most satisfactory information re- 
specting the deceased. This act of 
beneficence was ao different from 
the practice of the priests, who al- 
ways demanded money for any of 
their good offices, tliat if death had 
not removed Mulhern, it is not im- 
probable but he might have pro- 
duced another heresy in the holy, 
mother-church. 

As th^ young mountaineers ap- 
proach maturity, the soft passion 
predominates. The nearest rela-* 
tions of the enamoured pair assem- 
ble, and after adjusting the portion * 
to be given witKtlie young woman> 
tlie m^riage is solemnised. This is 
tiie most expensive festival of the 
ipountaineers.

I speak of him in a qtliescent «tftt6, 
and not when suffering and igno- 
rance led him into scenfes of tumult, 
which inflamed his mind and blood 
to deeds that are foreign to his iia« 
ture, &c. 

The lower Irish are remarkable 
for their ingenuity and docility, an4 
a quick conception : in these pro- 
perties they are only equalled by 
the Russians. It is curious to see 
with what scanty materials they 
will work; they will build their 
•own cabins, and make bridles, stir- 
rups, cruppers, and rc^es, for every 
rustic purpose, of l>ay ; and British, 
Adjutants allow, that an Irish re- 
cruit is sooner mrade a soldier of 
than an English one. 

The handsomest peasants of Ire* 
land are tlie natives of Kilkenny^ 
and the most wretclied and squalid 
near Cork and Waterford, and ia 
Munster and Connaught. In the 
county of Roscomnoon, the male 
and female pea<»ntry^ and the 
horses, are handsome 5 the former 
. are fair and tall, and possess great 
flexibility of muscle > the meck ars 
the best leapers in Ireland^ The 
finest hunters and most capital 
hontsnoen are to be found in the 
sporting county of Ferqianagh. In 
that of Meath the peasants are very 
heavily limbed 5 in the county of 
jKerry, aud along the western shore, 
the peasants very much resemble 
the Spaniards, in expiression of 
pountenance and colour of hair. 

Their native urbanity is very 
pleasing, I have fteqviently (says 
Carr) seen two boors (country- 
men) take off their hats, and sa- 
lute each otlier with great civility. 
One of them, in Dublin, met a 
Camrogue, (in plain English, a boy 
after his own h^rt) who exclaimed^ 
'^ Paddy ! myself 's glad to see 
you, for in troth I wish you well." 
— " By my sl)Qulj I knows it \yeilj^ . 
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s^d the other j " but you have but 
the half of it" — ^that is, the plea- 
sure is divided. — If you ask a coin* 
in6n fellow in the streets of Dublin 
■the way t© a place, he will take off 
Jbis hat> and if-he does not know it, 
he vtill take care not to tell you so, 
but will probably fly to some shop 
for information, which he is happy 
to be the bearer of, without fee or 
reward. 

Their hospitality, when their cir- 
cumstances are not too wretched 
to display it, is remarkably gi*eat. 
The neighbour, or the stranger, 
finds eveiy man's door open, and 
to walk into a cottage without ce- 
remony at meal-time, and to par* 
take of his bowl of potatoes, is al- 
ways sure to give pleasure to every 
one- in the house, and the pig is 
tnmed out to make room for the 
gentleman. . If tlie visitor can re- 
late a lively tfile, or play any instru- 
ment, all the family is im smiles; 
and the young will begin a merry 
xlance, while the old smoke one 
-after another out of the same pipe, 
and entertain each other with sto- 
ries. — ^A gentleman of an erratic 
turn was pointed out to me, who> 
with his Ante in his hand, a dean 
pair of stockings, and a shirt in his 
pocket, wandered through the 
country every summer :• wherever 
he stopped, the face of a stranger 
made him welcome, and the sight 
of his ii^struipent doubly soj the 
best seat, if they had any ; the best 
potatoes and new milk were allotted 
for his dinner j and clean straw, 
and sometimes a pair of sheets, 
formed his bed. 

Curran, in one of his celebrated 
speeches, thus beautifully described 
the native hospitality of his coun- 
try :: — ''The hospitality of an 
Irishman is not the iiinning account 
of posted and ledgered courtesies; 
i( springs iikfi allh^ other qualities^

This is the largest of the deer kind 
yet known ; its horns, hpwevbr, 
which are broad^ palmated, and $\^ 
feet wide, are not equal in extent 
to the fossil deer-horns dug up in 
Ireland, &c. which frequeatly mea- 
sure ten feet and upwards, and are 
consequently a different speciej 
from the Moose Deer : thciie lat- 
ter have usually three fawns at a 
time J the flesh ]# not dry, but 
moist and luscious. This creature 
is slow of foot, and usually bar- 
Bours in thick and extensive swamp?. 
The Indians are peculiarly fond <Jf 
their tongues, smoked and dried.

'T^HIS was an action to recover 
damages for criminal IptercouisQ 
with the plaintiffs wife. 

The defendant, a man of seventy 
years of age, known in his worki 
by the title of Peter Pindar, re- 
sided in the second floor of a housd 
kept by the plaintiff at Camdea 
Town (whose wife was a sprightly 
playful woman, 25 years of age), 4 
Naval Officer. According \o th^ 
evidence adduced on the trial by 
Mrs. Dyke, and other witnesses, 
Mrs. Knight seemed to have form* 
ed an attachment to the gallant gay 
Lothario, which increased so much^ 
that her habiliments were often 
noticed to have been disordered af- 
ter she had left his room; Thit 
was positively sworn to by th« 
witnesses \ and to give weight to 
their testimony, they on^ and alj 
declared, that they had watched 
Mrs. Knight into the defendant's 
room, and she often came out with 
her habit-shirt rumpled \ and in 
one instance, her bosom was en- 
tirely expos^. One of tlie wit- 
nesses swore he heard Mrs. Knight 
in the defendant's bed-room on« 
evening, and it was his full belief 
they were in bed together. There 
were several other farcical factn 
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t^ofn to by these witnesses, which 
threw the Court into bursts of 
3augliter. Upon the whole, how- 
ever, there was a good deal of in- 
consistency in the evidence. 

Mr. Parke, in addressing the Ju- 
ry for the defendant, said, that he 
did so with more than ordinary 
zeal against so foul a conspiracy. 
The Jury would have no hesitation 
in seeing through it, and finding 
their verdict accordingly. Dr. 
Walcot, the Learned Counsel corv- 
tended, was an infirm old man, and 
very poor, for his writings had 
never been productive to him. He 
was in a state of infirmity, and re- 
quired a nurse to undress and put 
him to bed. Mrs. Knight had 
•ften assisted in undressing him, 
iind in holding warm bottles to his 
^eet after he was in bed, the ser- 
rant of the house having at that 
time left. The Doctor had his 
jriiare of spirits, and he used to 
talk about half-instructed actors, — 
Mrs. Knight had some notion of 
Thespian fame, and the Doctor was 
invited to make use of her floor, 
and instruct her in recitations. — ^At 
the time of Mrs. Knight's bosom 
being exposed, the Learned Coun- 
^1 said, she had just been acting 
Euphrasia, in the Grecian Daugh- 
ter, Mr. Parke concluded, by 
cautioning the Juiy not to give cre- 
dit to the witnesses. 

Lord Ellenborough shortly sum- 
med up the case, in which he ob- 
served there was a great deal of im- 
probabiRty ; and the Jury, without 
hesitation, foupd a verdict for th« 
defendant.

Williams v. Hodgson. 

This was an action for criminal 
coQversajioa between tlie defendaot 



and plaintiffs wife. The plaintiff 
and defendant are wine and Hquoc 
merchants in the city. The plain* 
tiff is about thirty-four years of age, 
iind his wife about two or three 
years younger — they were married 
a year ago. She comes from Che- 
shire — the families of husband and 
wife living in adjoining town- 
ships. , 

Mr. Garrow opened the plain- 
tiffs case, and stated, that the plain- 
tiff and his wife had lived together 
on the very best terms until she had 
the misfortune of becoming ac- 
quainted with the defendant; bu€ 
soon afler that, disputes arose be- 
tween them, and he had no douh^ 
that would bo aggravated on the ' 
otiier side, for it too often happen-, 
ed, that after a lady had committecl 
this offence, she assisted her para- 
mour with every thing she could to 
defend him against the complaint 
for his misconduct, and this was 
done by stating the bickerings and 
disputes that had taken place be- 
tween her and her husband. Tlie 
plaintiff in this ca^, from his situa- 
tion, was under the necessity of be- 
ing occasionally in the country} 
and to be absent from Loqdon for 
more than a month at a time:

» JT has beei) for ages a favourite 
doctrine wi til our best writers, 
that virtue is always oeglecred, that 
yice is caressed and exalted, that 
truth gnd justice are rarely fouud 



in courts, and that flatteiy, sod 'ly^r 
ipg' are the only wii^s on whic^^ 
the needy are certain to ascend to 
stations of eminence and comfort.

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CTHE long-depending pugilistic 
contest between Samuels, (bet- 
ter known by tiie appellation of 
I)titch Sam) and Tom Belcher, 
took place on Tuesday, the 28jth, at 
moulsey Hurst, opposite Hamptpn, 
for, 200 guineas. It would .be su- 
perfluous lo give a history of x!j;xq 
heroes of the day*s diversion, each 
being well known to the readers of 
the sporting Magazwe as the most 
ecientilic on the pugilistic list.— 
They fought a battle in February 
I860, on the same ground, which 
was contested in a manner never 
gince, and seldom before, witnessed. 
That contest lasted upwards of an 
hour, and until the last round, vic- 
tory was doubtful. Belcher was 
considered in ill health at that time, 
and in the present instance he was 
not only very fresh,., but a stone 
heavier than before. A report had 
prevailed tjiat Sam had trained 
Dadly, and consequently, with the 
advantage Belcher had gained since 
tht former contest, 5 to 4 was bet- 
ted freely again>-t Sam. 
* No nght, of late, had caused

for only frona the equality of the 
match, as no two from the list of 
pugilists would produce eoual di- 
version in the several requisites of 
the art. The road to the tield of 
action surely was never before so 
crowdedj ^t. James's, St. Giles's^ 
and Duke*s*place, seemed to have 
furnished their complement; and 
the Sandman, Jew, and Gentife, 
vied with each otlier for superiority 
in pace*. A roped ring of 28 feet 
was formed for the listed knightsto 
exhibit in, which w^s suri-ounded 
as early as nine o'clock in the morn- 
ing by some thousands of persons.

A METHOD 

TO PRBV£NT HARES AND BABBlTJk 
FROM 

BARKING YOUNG PLA:NTA*riONS, 

"LTARES, rabbits,, and rats, have 
a natural antipathy to tar.j 
but tar, though fiuid, cont^ts, 
when exposed to tlie sun and air 
for a time, a great dryness, ai^d a 
very binding quality, and . if ap- 
plied to trees in a natural state, will 
occasion them .to be bark-bound. 
To remove this difficulty, tar is of 
so stroilg a savour, that a small 
quantity, mixed with other things, 
ju their nature open, and loose, will 
give the whole mixture such a de- 
gree of its own t^te and smell, aa 
will prevent hares, &c. touclnng 
what it is applied to, — Take any 
quantity of tar, and six or seven 
times as much grease, stirring and 
mixing them well together. With 
this composition, brush the steno^ 
of young trees as high as hares, &c. 
can reach, and it will effectually 
prevent their being barked. Even- 
if a plantation of ash, of which 
tliey are very fond, were made in a 

rabbit 
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rabbit ivarren, tins muvtuire would 
certainly preserve it. 

These animals do great mischief 
among flowering slirubs 3 and are 
parlicniarly fond of Spanish broom^ 
scorpion, fenna, au4 evergreen cy- 
tisus. These shrubs have been 
known to have been eaten down to 
« stumpy but as the mixture cannot 
be conveniently applied to tliem^ 
their branches may be i;)closed with 
jiew tar-twine, by putting it seve- 
ral times i^ound the shrub, \diich 
has had the desired efiect. But as 
tlie tar-twine, by being ejcposed to 
the 9ir and rain, will lose its smel), 
it must be renewed as occasion re- 
tpiires. Let it be obsenTd/ how- 
ever, that the mixture is always to 
be jM:ef«'r^> where ift can be used.

The officer 
and his assistant, with their pri- 
soner, all went together to the 
marsh, where Pearce caught the 
poney« It had been hired for two 
days of Mr. Baxter, in Leicester, 
but never returned, and which con- 
stituted the capital ofiFence of steal- 
ing. For this felony Pearce was 
taken to Bow-street, and commit- 
ted for trial; he was arraigned, 
tried, and condemned in the July 
session, and was executed 'with' two 
other culprits he£oiPb th» debtors' 
4oor at Nev^atQ, on Wednesday 
the l^h of August 5 he appeared 
very weak, and fainted away before 
the platform had dropped. 

Since the execution of Fsarce', a 
Mr. Williams applied to the Lord

Nelthorpe v. Laws 

•*TpHIS came before the Chancelloir 
on a demurrer to a bill filed for 
a discovery. — It appeared that Mrs. 
Law, executrix of George Lawj 
late proprietor of the Smyrna Cof- 
fee-house, St, James* s-sti'feet, found 
amongst her husband's papers seve- 
ral notes and memorandums of 
fnoney advanced to the plaintiff, 
which she put in suit 5 but the 
plaintiff alledging they were ad- 
yapces for gambling purposes- and 
transacdons, filed his bill for a dis- 
covery, and called upon Mrs. Law 
to say whether her husband did not 
keep a common gambling house ? 
To this she demurred, * observing, 
that such a disclosure, if she could 
hi truth make it, would subject her 
to certain penalties. This day the 
demurrer came on to be argued, 
and Mr. Agar contended, that it 
did not necessarily follow that she 
would, be subject to penalties, be- 
cause gambling was carried on in 
her house j for instance, chess, bil- 
liards, and rogue et noir, were not' 
penal games, withih the statute.

Francis H. Egerton's, whichisa 
much interested the amateurs of 
that ga^ie at Paris, were, in theit 
manner, entirely new, inasmuch as 
they were played l)y two separata 
Committees, consisting each of ^ 
sever^J persons, and not by single 
persons only, sitting over the sam^ 
board opposite to each other. 

Hence,. each Committee had ai| 
opportunity of conferring, private-^ . 
ly and in secret, amongst its several 
members, of reasoning upon the 
moves; and of talking over and 
combining the whole plan, arrange-*. 
ment, and system of their game> 
without tjie intervention or privit/ 
of the adverse Committee. 

The manner was as follows :' 
there were two Committees: one 
consisted of Monsieur Guillauma 
Le Proton, and six or seven other * 
gentlemen: the other, of Mons. 
Garlier, and six or seven other gen* 
tlemen, all first-rate players. 

Each Committee had a separafe 
room, a long way apart from each 
other ', and a chess-board was placed 
before each Committee, with the 
several pieces, white and black on ' 
either side, regularly arranged on 
the board. 

In a middle room, between each 
committee-room, was placed a sepa- 
rate chess-board with all its pieces, 
white and black, regularly arrang*- 
ed J and this intermediate chess- 
board Was common to both in rela- 
tion to the game, being the very 

G g ' board 
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board at which the game really wa< 
played, and upon which it really 
was decided : but no members of 
either Committee were permitted 
to go into the common room B, 
or into the room appropriated to 
each, other, during the continuance' 
of the games. 

As soon as Committee A, had de- 
cided upon its movej and had made 
it on its own board A, Monsieur 
Calraa and another gentleman with 
, Jiim, went into the middle room B, 
to the common ch^ss-board B, 
tnade the more upon the common 
board B, and so, ^oing through that 
room, went into the farthest room 
C, to Committee C, announced the 
move of Committee A, to Commit- 
tee C, in room C, and saw it regu- 
larly made on board C, waited to 
fcnow the mo\-e of Committee C, 
«aw that also made on board C, re- 
turned and made the move of Com- 
ftiittee C> in room B, upon chess- 
board B, and, going through that 
tniddle room B, announced the 
move of Committee C, to Commit- 
tee A> sitting in room A, and made 
the move determined upon by 
Committee C, and already made on 
board C, in committee-room A, oq 
board A. 

Tliese two gentlemen followed 
tliis manner through all the moves 
of all the several games. 

In middle roonx B, at board B, 
tat tlie gentleman who is editor of 
the " Siratagemes d'Echecs;^ with 
smother gentleman amaieur; and 
th^se Wrote down and registered 
«ach move as it was made through 
fwch game, as well as through all 
fhe several games. 

There were usually played thrfee 

fames each night ; and the Hon . 
Ir. Egertbn gave^ at his own 
house j ten or t\Velve parties, during 
^s continuance at Paris. 

SThi games varied usually from 



about thirty-six to fifty-two mov< 
upon either side. They are left lift 
MS. with Monsieur Caltna and 
the editor of the " Strdtageme^ 
d'Ecliecs,** and will probably be 
printed, with some curious conclu- 
sions of game^, as a supj)lement t* 
another volume of the *' Strata-;' 
gemes d^Echecs.**

Captain Bar- 
clay and the Honourable Berkeley- 
Craven, having differed in opinion, 
the case was referred to Lord, Say 
and Sele, but his Lordship having 
declined. Lord A. Hamilton has 
undertaken jthe bold task of decide 
ing the question. Of course judg- 
ment stands over 5 and from the 
great difficulty and importance of 
the case, some days may elapse be- 
fore his Lordship can have made up 
his mind. In the several discus- 
sions and arguments which have 
taken plaft upon tlie subject,' 
Slack's and Broughton*s Reports, 
and several other first-rate autho- 
rities, have been quoted : but a 
modern casej viz. Mendoxa v. 
Humphries, is said to be the only 
one at all in point, and in that 4 
new trial was gi*anted. Shoul4 
Lord A. Hamilton found his opinion 
upon this case, gnd award a ne\sr 
trial, the decision, it is feared, will 
prove a hwck-down blow to the 
practice of prize-fighting altogether. 
It is the opinion of the principal 
amateurs and match-makers of the 
day, that if an accidental tip iron^ 
the winning man, in the impetuo- 
sity of the moment, is to be consi- 
dered, by tfie laws of boxing, a 
foul hlon^, there is hardly a contest 
in w-liich the losing man may not 
have an opportunity to put himself 
in the way offepeiying one/* 

Another account says, " The 
gentlemen \vho backed Belcher, 
have J)acJ condescpisif^n e^aough to 
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^er ?to his part pf the stakes, 
and make it a drawn battle : but 
this has been refused. Belcher, a^ 
<rnuch as he was enabled, was act- 
Jng on tl^e oiFensive while on his 
Ivnees ; and it is agreed generally . 
,that the blows struck by Sam could 
fiot have been avoided. In several 
battles of late, men have been al- 
lowed to strike others on their 
knees, without that blow having 
Ibeen declared foal, and particularly 
^n the contest between the Chicken 
and GuUey, in Sussex, when thp 
latter received a most desperate 
blow 'while on his knees. The 
.veiy battle which followed that 
between Sam and Belcher, alibrded 
another instance of hitting on the 
knees. The party which betted 
heavily on Belcher are the cognos^ 
fend of the Metropolis, and these 
are the persons Who wrangle for 
their stake-money 5 but there seems 
Jo be but one opinion with the pub* 
lie at large, that Sam has been 
completely duped. Prize-fighting 
will "of course fall to the ground, 
because without betting k would 
be useless, and whatever an ho- 
nourable man bets, he is sure of not 
winning. — So much for the honour 
pf the amateurs of the^5^ /" 

However, as th^ best mode of 
^ttling the business, it is ultin>ately 
understood thajt the parties arp to 
^ght again.

To this pro- 
posal he gladly accedes, and men- 
tioning his friends at the door, they 
also are invited, and a familiar con- 
versation soon takes place between 
the people of the house and their 
pious guests. While they are thus 
employed, some one of the party is 
looking round to see if there are 
anyrehgious books on the tables or 
desks. In short. Madam, the sub- 
ject of religion is some way or other 
introduced, and recommended to 
the affections of the people 5 and if 
they happen to receive the counsels 
of the Metliodists favourably, a 
prayer-meeting is soon begun at the 
house — -Methodism is introduced 
into the village — some of the people 
get converted -, these convert others 
—a class is formed of the new con- 
verts — the local preachers are ap- 
pointed 5 and if they succeed pretty 
well, an opening is made for their 
travelling brethren, and an out- 
pouring of the Spirit is the glorious 
consequience. Thus are the prayer- 
leaders employed, although, per- 
haps, not in every place exactly as 
I have been describing them, to 
pave the way for Methodism, 
whqre it would otherwise never be 
known.**

the singularities of this Sect. — It 
seems that the absurd parts of the 
Methodistical Creed had induced 
the author to join the Unitarian 
Christians. The ignorance and il* 
liberality of the Methodists as a' body, 
has drawn forth a sincere eulogium 
upon the learning and liberality of 
the Church of England, which 
coming from a Dissenter, as Mr. 
N. profeitees himself, cannot be sus^ 
pected of partiality. 

" It argues very strongly for the 
spirit of liberality which is now 
found among the members o^ our 
national establishment, that so few 
prosecutions take place .against 
clergymen holding doctrines, and 
following practices, contrary to the 
canons and articles of the church to 
which they belong. Here we have 
Calvinian, Arminian, Unitarian^ 
Swedenborgian, Pelagian, Arian, 
Socinian, Sabellian, Trinitarian, and 
I do not know how many other 
sorts of clergymen in our churchy 
some starving on a curacy, and 
others fattening on a bishopric ; 
we have Methodist clerg}'men, and 
clergymen following no method at 
all, but that of loiinging at home, 
and hiring others, at IwJf price, to 
do their duty. All these classes of 
clergymen are retained in the; 
churchy live upon her revenues,' 
and are protected by her laws. 
And yet we are sometimes told of 
the intolerance of the church, of 
persecutions for righteousness* sake,, 
and of the operations of certain 
'^ execrable acts!'* Truly, Ma- 
dam, I think our national church is 
the most liberal of churches j and 
her pale every way the most exten- 
sive.'* 

Mr. Nightingale describes the 
quaint sermons, long hymns, pray- 
ers, &c. of the Methodists, in the 
following ternjs : — 

'^ Mr. Adam Clarke, in his ad- 
H h mirable 
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ttiirable * Letter to a Methodist 
Preacher,' gives his brethren the 
following advlpe on this subject: 
* In whatever way you handle 
your text, take care when you have 
fej^hausted llie matter of it, not to 
go over it again. Apply every 
tiling of importance as you go a- 
longj and when you have done, 
loam to make an end. It is notes- 
•ehtial to a sermon, that* it be half 
an hoi^r or an hour long. Some 
preach more in ten minutes than 
others do in sixty. At any rate, 
tiie length of time spent in preach- 
fog, can never compensate for the 
want of matter : and the evil is dou- 
ble, when a man brings forth lit- 
tle, and is long about it. There are 
•ome who sing long hymns, and 
pray long prayers, merely, to fill up 
the time: this is a shocking profan- 
ation of , these sacred ordinances, 
and has the most direct tendency 
to bring them into contempt. If 
€hey are of no more importance to 
tlie preacher, or his work, than 
merely to Jill up the time, the peo- 
ple act wisely, who stay at home 
and mind their business, ' till the 
<irae in which the sermon commen- 
ces . Have you never heard the fol- 
lowing observation/? — * You need 
not be in such haste to go to the 
chapel: you will be time enough 
to hear the sermon, for Mr. X. Y. 
always sings a long hymn, and 
xaakes a lojig prayer.'* 

" Many of the Methodist preach-r 
•rs shew considerable acuteness'in 
the choice, and dexterity in the 
^ucidation of their text. I have 
known the most quaitit and out-of- 
the-way passages chosen for the 
subject of a Methodist sermon. 
Such, as, ' Set on the great pot,*— 
^ Two legs and a piece of an ear, 
&c.* Mr. Clarke mentions two of 
bis colleagues, ' who trifled away 
Ifca wkola y«ar kn this way.* 



' Their texts, says he, . ^ vfrere con*, 
tinually such ns, these: ' Adam, 
where are thou ?' — ' I have some- 
what to say unto thee.* — ^ If tho^. 
wilt deal justly and truly with my 
master, tdl me.* — ' I have put off 
my coat, how shall I put it on ?* — 
^ Thy mouth is most sweet, &c/ 
^ These solemn triflers,* adds Mr. 
Clarke, ' did no good; and they, 
are both, long since, fallen away." / 

•^ Mr. Clarke very properly cau- 
tions his brethren against the com- 
mon practice of treating a subject 
' negatively and positively;' of 
^ shewing negatively what a thing 
is not,* and adduces the folio wiug, 
instances of this injudicious modo 
of handling the word of God, 
which he s^ys have come within^ 
the 'Compass of his own obsen'a-- 
tion. ' A gentleman took for his 
text, Isa. xxvili. l6. 'He thatbe«» 
lieveth shall not make haste/ On 
this he preached two sermons. His 
division was as follows : * I shall 
first prove that he whc> belie\^th 
shall make haste : and, 2cjly, Shew 
in what sense he that believeth shall 
not make haste.* On the first, 
which was a flat contradiction to 
the text, he spent more than an • 
hour: and the congregation wer© 
obliged to wait a whole month be- 
fore he could come back to inform 
them, that he who believeth sriall 
not make haHe* 

" Another took his text from 
Psalm xxkiv. 19. ' Many are the 
afflictions of the righteous, but 
God deliveretli him out of them 
all.* His division wasJls follows: 
* In haqdjing this tei;t, I will first 
prove, that there is none righteous^ 
2d\y, That the aflSlictions of the 
righteous are many: and, 3dly, 
That the Lord delivereth them out 
of them all!'" 

"I myself knew an instance of this 
kiud, and fram this very text^ with 

onljr' 
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only a slight variation in the woids 
of the divisiop. My champion, 
I. Enumerated the troubles of the 
righteous: /Idly, Proved 'there is 
none righteous, no not one:" and, 
3dly, Shewed how the Lord de- 
livereth them out of them all !

T^HE principal ador'irient for the 
^ Magazine of this month, is a 
faithfui delineation of the Arabian 
Horse, in its natural or wild state,

flying before the terrific hon y en- 
graved by Mr. Wm. Nfcholls, from 
picture' painted by Carle Vernet, 
and now in the Gallery of the Lou- 
, treat Paris. 

Abcialla Haffies, of Alexandria, 
Jtn ingenious poet and a writer of 
natural history, speaking of the wild 
horse of Arabia Felix, remarks, that 
Bo creature can be more beautiful 
of shnpe, and that he is most dis- 
guised when covered with gaudy 
tra'ppings and braided for the use 
or tiie \yarrior Mameluke : but 
(says Hafiles) while he remains an 
uncpntrolled ranger of the vast fo- 
rest^ he possesses the perception of 
the elephant, the eyes of the lynx, 
the sleekness of the white-doe, the 
^\^•iftnes5 of the roe- buck, and tlie 



voice of the trumpet. They g* 
together in great numbers, and 
seldom feed but in the cooler parts 
of the day, and the places they se-p 
lect for thi» gratification are the 
most recluse, generally surrounded 
with high rocks, irregular hills, and 
expansive falls of \yater, mingled 
with the rudest kind of scenery. 

But if, for prey, some dreadful form ap* 

pears, 
Some hungry lion, to awake his fears. 
Swift as the ibis skims the waves of Nilc^ 
The wild horse flits in tefror o'er the soil. 
Nor mounds, nor rocks, his nimble feet 

restrain,

The shaggy foe, and strait his speed re-

Spread by the breeze, his silver foam fallf

The economy of these wiH 
horses while feedings or in any 
other way of rest (says Haffies), i? 
particularly worthy notice, and the 
care, sagacity, o^ attention, thejr 
discover, in endeavouring to pre-* 
vent surprise, is almost past believ-» 
jng by any one "who has not beea 
an eye-witness thereto; wherever 
it is likely an enemy may penetrate 
they place a centinel of their own 
body, which, upon the slightest: 
interruption, gives alarpi by loudly^ 
peighhig. If the lion, who de- 
liorhts mqst in the flesh of the wild 
horse, should chance to surprise 
them, the danger is communicated 
with the 8wif\nes5 of lightning, and 
the whole corps fly off witti the 
wing§ of the eagle j and, what al^ 
ways inarks the conduct of the 
royal beast with singularity, the 
guard thgf gives the ^xv^ first be?

than any other application, and a 
quicker restorative than all the me- 
dicinal herbage of the countr)^— In 
weaning them from their wild pro- 
pensities they must be taken very 
young, when the most gentle me- 
thods are pursued, and the melody 
of the pipe has no inconsiderable 
share in their civilisation — 

^ Music has charms to sopth a savage 
breast ;" 

beside leading them to the clear* 
iBst springs, and supplying them 
wilh^he most pleasing food, which 
the Arabian is known to dp though 
himself should be in want of simi- 
lar comforts, and this always with 
a cheerful countenance and an en- 
dearing voice, without ever es- 
saying the whip qr rpd of coiiec-

In another part of his history 
our author observes, there is no 
nation in the world where the 
inhabitants are so well skilled ia 
taming and breaking the wild 
hofse as the Arabians. When 
arrived at the liigh state of man* 
hood, his first great object is hit 
horae I and having nothing larger 
than a tent for that and his fa- 
mily, they all live together nearly 
upon the same terms — the wife, 
the children, the mare, and het. 
foal, indiscriminately lie together, 
while the little children climb 
without fear upon the body of the 
inoffensive animal, which permits 
them to play with and caress it 
without injury. 

The Arabians (says Haffies again) 
never beat their horses 5 they 
speak to them, and seem to hold 
a friendly intercourse ; they nevfer 
exercise the whip, and only in 
cases of the greatest necessity make 
use of the spur. 

The agility of the Arabian horse 
is wonderful, and if the rider hap- 
pens to fall, this creature is so 
tractable, that he instantly stands 
still in the midst of the most ra- 
pid career 3 nor, till his master be 
again fixed in the saddle^ wjH ht 
pursue his progress. 

How much is it to be regretted 
that, in the humane treatment of 
this noble animal, the example of 
the uncivilised Arab is not oflener 
copied by thp civilised European !

BETWEEN 



VpUNG BELCHER AND DUTCH 
SAM. 



T^HE second battle between the 
younger Belcher and Dutch 
Sam (^see our last month's Maga- 
ssine, page igS, and the present 
NafnBer, page 223J, between 
whose friends there has been so 
much contention respecting the 
^takes^ as contended for by these 
pugilists in the late battle, took, 
place on Friday, the 21st, on Low- 
iield Common, two miles from 
Crawley, in Sussex. 

Our readers are already inform- 
ed, that the stake-money contend- 
^ for at the former batde was not 
given to Sam, in consequence of 
the dispute regarding a blow stated 
to bsLve been foul. The two um- 
pires having entertained different 
opinions on the subject, the amateurs 
of boxing were consulted, and as 
the 7th article of Broughton*8 Rules 
merely stated a blow received on 
the knees to be foul, without going 
into any explanatory remarks, it 
was decided, that the two cham- 
pions should fight again, it having 
been pretty well ascertained that 
the blow Teceived by Belcher in the 
.late battle was unavoidable, as it 
was aimed before he was on his 
knees. Previous to this battle, 
fresh regulations were drawn out, 
and a blow on the knees, however 
•given, was declared foul. A thir- 
ty-feet roped ring having been 
formed, at a quarter before twelve 
o*clock Dutch Sam entered it, with 
his original second and bottle-hold- 
,er, Mendoza and Pittone, and he 
was soon after followed by young 
Belcher, who boldly threw his hat 
in the air as a token of defiance -, 
he was seconded by GuUey and 



Ward. Precisely at ttrelve o'clock 
the combatants set to, previous to , 
which there was nothing like a bet 
offered, which can be accounted for 
by the difficulties at the last battle* 

THE CONTEST^ 

Round 1. Dutch Sam made play 
by throwing out a left-handed feint, * 
and making an attempt to, hit a 
blow at Belcher's ribs with his right 
band, which was well stopped. 
Belcher hit his adversary slightly 
with his left hand, when they 
closed, and, after a struggle, botli 
fell, Sam underneath. 

2. Belcher hit his adversary right 
andleft, whilst he was going in to 
rally, and he also stopped two of 
Sam's hits -, closing followed, and 
Belcher was thrown. Here was 
the first appearance of betting— 5 
to 2 was offered on the Jew.

The 
beating was chiefly on the left side, 
from the kidnies to the crown of 
the head. Sam dressed himself in 
the ring with great sangfroid, and 
nis only injury was a severe blow 
under the eye, and a few simple 
marks. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

This battle, when compared with 
the last, produced more diversion 
to the amateur. Belcher Certainly 
conducted himself more courage- 
ously, and did awaj^ a good deal of 
that trivial sparring when he liad 
an opportunity of hitting, as was 
prevalent in him at the late contest. 
His bottom and courage wer^ never 
yet doubted, and it is no exaggera- 
tion to say he is by ^r a better 
boxer thaa Sam ; but be has nei- 
ther stirength nor ferocity sufficient 
to withstand the pugilistic powers 
lof his adversary. His blow are not 



powerful' enough to make sufficient 
impression on Sam, although it ncr 
ver .was acknowledged ,by Belcher 
and his friends that he was over- 
matched until this day. Sam, a» 
in the former contest, threw away 
numberless blows, but there ap- 
peared a confidence in him througii- 
out of superiority, and although lie 
iiad the worst, of many rounds, hf5 
was never once fatigued. His 
light-handed blows wcje put in 
with great dexterity, as Retcher ca^i 
verify, and they are, such as'are n<^ 
often witnessed in any other bruiser. 
His left hand is of but little service 
to him in hitting, but he uses it 
expertly in stopping and feinting. 
The fight lasted thirty-thj?ee mi- 
nutes. ^ 

Another battle was foughi for » 
subscription purse, betwe^ Dic^ 
Hall, a man used up in hi^ profes- 
sion, and Dan Dockarty , a very or- n 
dinary bruiser of the second rate. 
After a contest of forty minutes^ 
the old man resigned the palm of 
victory to youth, hairing a:eceived a 
severe beating. There has not been 
so few people seen 'at a prize fight 
for years. The company, how- 
ever, was of the better order, a^id 
the sports of the day went off witii 
edat. — ^Among the company wcip 
some of the Ro)^al Dukes, and « 
number of tlienobility. 

Dockarty still unsatisfied, and 
having manifested a determination 
to load himself with the laurels' of 
victory, before he returned to Lon- 
doUj (having been originally looked ' 
i^n as a very ordinary professor) 
on his way to Loudon, dropped in 
at the Cricketers public-house, at 
Reigate, where he found most of 
the protessors of the fist who h^d 
honoured the pugilistic exhibition 
with their presence, amongst whom 
was Jack Ward, the son of the 
veteran Bill Ward, who has ]>ot 

been 
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Ijeen very successful in his fofrtier 
«nterprizes. Whilst Messrs. Db^k- 
airVy and Ward were talking over 
their perfections in the bruising art, 
each alternately suspected his repu- 
tation was at Stake, and this natn- 
?al feeling produced high words. 
The heroes ^^'ere for bruising, and 
Jiaving disturbed the liouse a consi- 
ilerable time, they went into. the 
nad nhd set to. If glory was to 
be obtained by Dockarty in beat- 
ing Dick Hall and Jack Ward in 
about th"ree hours, he became laden

author seems to have taken tbislat-- 
ter hint from Mr. Sheridan's Cri- 
tic, which talks o£^ a new comedy 
called the Reformed Housebreaker. 
Tlie dialogue is exquisitely full of 
pu^is and flowery speeches: the 
sudden quirks and delicate mono- 
tony of the former, breaking over 
the flowers of sentiment, remind 
<>ne of a sheep's bell tinkling 
through a field of clover. 

Mr. Dibdin's new Play, in short, 
is like all his former ones, extreme- 
ly antique in its idea, loy^l m itr 
professions, and uninstructive in its 
etfect. It has all- those obtrusive 
faults which announce a bad wri- 
ter, and especially the comic wri- 
ters of the day : it addresses itself 
to the ears instead of the minds of 
the audience; its pun^ are its only 
humour, because it is easier to pro- 
dtice unexpected assimilations of 
sound, than original combinations 
of ideas: it clothes its sentiment 
with gaiidy words, as the ancient 
.sacrificers covered the heavy, un-^ 
couth image of Pan with flowers | 
and lastly it begs, both in Prologue 
and Epilogue, with state compli- 
ments on the nation, for that ap- 
plause which good writers are con- 
tent modestly to hope for, rather 
than to wrest from one by the mere 
tricks of a pauper. In this* strange 
mixture, indeed, of loyal compli- 
ment and petition, our farci-coraic 
writers are like the sturdy beggart 

tha^ 
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Aat assail one in the street,' with 
*' True blue, your Honour ! King 
an4 country ! One small copper to 
poor Jack!" — ^Yet, when a critic 
ventures to remonstrate with these 
gentlemen, they turn upon him, 
like the Spanish beggar, and ex- 
claim, *' We asked for your money, 
and not yor^r a.dvi9p/' 

The perrbrmers acquitted them- 
selves v;itli credit, and the colour- 
ing they gave to their parts will 
Tender the play attractive, at least 
for the season. A song of a plain- 
tive burlesque cast, was sung by 
Mrs. Liston. The epilogue^ which 
tiirned on the comparison of a 
house to a shop, was delivered by 
Mrs. Litchfield, and well received. 
In finei th(3 ajjdience seemed gene- 
rally disposed to comply wi^h the 
request jp the auttior> prologue, 
viz. to- except bia errors, md /accept 
his play. 

Two new perfqrmers have been 
introduced on the London boards 
this season, at the Haymarket 
Theatre, viz.

Caution to Sportsmen. — As the

is eiiacted, " That if any person 
shall shoot at» with an intent to 
kill, or by any means kill, or take 
ivith a. wilful intent to destroy, any 
pigeon; and shall be thereof con- 
victed, he shall forfeit twenty shil- 
lings to the prosecutor, which, if 
not i>aid forthwith, he may be corn- 
pitted to the gaol or house of cor- 
rection for three months, unless the 
forfeiture i$ sooner paid."

''HEN a man commences writer, 
he becomes the servant of the 
public. It is expected of a ser- 
vant, that he must execute the af- 
fairs of the office he enters upon, 
whatever they are,'and by so doing 
make it appear whether he has the 
requisite abilities. When he is 
known to possess them, he may 
then be tolerated in attempting to 
make himself agreeable and enter- 
taining, and not before. From 
tfeis premise, it seems incumbent 
"on me to shew, in my first essays, 
that I have made the passions, pro- 
pensities,' peculiar habits, and hu-~ 
mours of the human race, a good 
part of my study, and that I have 
juade some nice observations on 
the brute creation, with other mat- 
ters, such as belong to the natural 
philosopher. • This being the case, 
my first numbers must be of the 
serious, philosophical, and meta- 
physical kind ; and my endeavours 
to amuse and entertain must fol- 
low at a time when I can flatter 
myself that I shall be indulged in 
the freedoms of a little trifling and 
giaiety. 

Although men come to the 
knowledge of things by the sahae 
senses, yet how widely different 
are their conceptions and opinions 
of most things ? a square or round 
object, a straight or crooked line, 
appear the same to every beholder, 
whilst the actions, manners, di- 
versions, &c. of men, are seen in 
.^uch various points of view, and 
Ji)Ur« such opposite notions enter- 



tained of them, some' commendin§f 
and highly extolling those very 
things which are by others repro- 
bated and vilified. Why is this ? 
It is the passions that speak and 
determine, or it is education and 
employment that give a bias to the 
judgment, and fix our sentiments, 
or the natural turn of mind, tem- 
perament, and disposition, that go- 
vern, our \ conceptions of things. 
We do not speak according to the 
impartial dictates of reason, but 
according to our constitutional pas- 
sions and usual habits, private views 
and self-interest. How many evils 
and disagreeable consequences can 
some men shew resulting from 
dancing ; and the arguments brought 
by such cavillers in confirmation 
of their notions shall appear to be 
very plausible and striking, whilst 
those who patronise and would 
promote that healthful and exhili- 
' rating exercise, will produce as ma- 
ny solid ^nd cogent arguments in 
its defence, making it evidently to 
appear, that dancing should be to- 
lerated and encouraged in every 
city, town, and village th^roughout 
the kingdom. Thus it is with re- 
spect to every thing ; and some-^ 
thing may be said as well against'^ 
as for any kind of amusement and- 
diversion. 

But the impartial man of reason, 
knowledge, and reflexion, pays no 
regard to cavillers anc^ complainers, 
since he is convinced that there is 
nothing so perfect and free of alL 
defects and ill consequences ia 
every point of view, but that grum- 
blers and cavillers may find where- 
on to levy their complaints and ac- 
cusations — ^they do not scfuple to 
do it on the dispensations of Pro- 
vidence in the government of the 
world. 

These complaints and aecusa- 
tionsj however, make no impression 

OB 
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on the mind of the philosopher 5 
he is thoroughly convinced that 
some unpleasant circumstances ever 
have, and ever will, result from the 
best and most laudable undertak- 
ings. Pain, labour, and various 
"wants, attend on creation itself 5 and 
as every being is made capable of 
receiving sensations of delight, 
pleasure, and gratification, it must 
likewise be capable of feeling pain, 
sorrow, and mortification 3 and to 
cease from either the good or the 
evil is to cease to exist. 

These carping, dissatisfied grum- 
blers, if they commence writers, 
and start the subject of hunting, 
' and the sports of the forests, woods, 
and fields, stigmatise the exer- 
dise with the appellation of wan- 
ton cruelty, a barbarous diversion, 
and, a most tragical piece of busi- 
ijess } its first followers, say they, 
were the worst and most tyranni- 
cal of men 5 Cam, the murderer, 
they CITY, was a hunter ^ Nim- 
rpd, the tyrant, was a sportsman ; 
and Esau they accuse with follow- 
ing the same amusements ; and 
that their chief delight was in blood 
and death. Of Cain, Tittle more is 
known than that he was a mur- 
derer 5 and of Nimrod, than that he 
was a chief man or king. If these 
ancients were sportsmen, as it is 
highly probable they were, then it 
foflows that their diversion and pas- 
time is the most ancient of any 
known in the world > and if we al- 
low that old times and customs were 
the best, then the sports of thq field 
are the best of all pastimes and^ex- 
erdses. 

If the character of Esau be taken 
in a civil point of view, it will ap- 
pear to be much more noble iind 
amiable than that of the cunning 
shepherd, his b^rother Jacob. His 
passions might- be warm and san- 
guine, his sense of injuries might 



•/ 



be quick, and his resentment strong 
and fierce, and he might, and pro- 
bably did, feel an unutterable ab- 
horrence and contempt for all low 
cunning and secret plotting; yet we 
iind him pacified, ready to forgive, 
and that he met his brother, (who 
, had fled from the punishment he 
feared as h^s due) on his return to 
his native country, and would have 
given him large presents. We find 
Esau much more nobly and gene- 
rously disposed than Jacob, and 
which we cannot wonder at, since 
the sports of the field have a natural 
tendency to in^pu'e and promote 
manly spirits, a free and generous 
conduct. 

Some men will say, the ancient 
sportsmen were not such from mo- 
tives of pleasure and amusement, 
but that they .were sportsmen or 
hunters from necessity 3 that they 
were compelled to it to satisfy the 
' wants of nature, to supply the daily 
wants of their families: the truth 
of this supposition is not known. 
Reason says, that it is probabl6 that 
the utility of the act was one prin- 
cipal motive and encouragement 
to it, and that the spoils of the 
chase were the reward of a necessary 
toil and hardship; for as it is the 
task of man to check and destroy 
noxious and fast- increasing weeds, 
and to give encouragement and 
growth to salubrious plants and 
vegetables, so in like manner it hath 
always been found necessary for 
n^en to hunt and destroy those ani- 
mals, which would soon increase, 
upon and overcome those which 
are so serviceable to man, so mild 
and docile as to submit to his go- 
vernment, and answer his various 
domestic purposes. Those animals 
which will not submit to govern- 
ment and domestication, may be 
tailed the defiers and enemies of 
mauj but those Which patiently 

submit. 
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submit, are hie low friends and ser- 
vants, and as such are entitled to 
his protection and esteem : by his 
forethought they are to bfe protect- 
ed and provided for 5 by his arms 
and other means they are to be de- 
fended against their foes, and to be 
treated with tenderness and hu- 
manity. 

• Though hunting and the sports of 
the field hath been followed in all 
countries, time immemorable, and 
though the practice was ^instituted 
in necessity, and still continued for 
its utility, yet those diversions may 
be carried to excess, and too much 
zeal may be shown for them. 

To depopulate and lay waste a 
cultivated country, to make a forest 
for the pleasure of hunting therein, 
would be an outrageous act of cruel- 
ty : to hunt at improper seasons and 
spoil the rising produce of the far- 
mer's labour, would be doing very 
wrong — indeed it is very until ink- 
ing to do any one injury at any 
time. Such acts of violence and 
outrage are not committed by 
sportsmen 5 their trampling the 
earth is sometimes a benefit, and 
in general does the husbandman 
ss good service as harm, ' and the 
sports of tlie field, although some 
trifling injuries appear to be annex- 
ed to them, yet are they to be 
looked on as a good, for some good 
is derived from them, whether it 
be observed or not; but a good 
makes no lasting impression on the 
minds of men ; it is like writing on 
Mfid, the first gaje blows it out ; 

' whilst an injury, though ever so 
fimall, is written on brass, and never 
wears out, and if it be not written, 
then it is magnified a tliousand fold 
by tradition. 

A sportsman is a noble character, 
'the glor^ and blessing of his coun- 
try — sportsmen, if they do not im- 
pro\^ the human race, they pre-

serve it jgreatly from degenerating ; 
their manlyexercise, their freedom 
of thought, their exemption from 
carping cares and gloomy thinkings 
and their breathing fresh air on 
hills, vallies, plains, woods, and 
groves, purify their blood, strength- 
en their animal spirits, and invigo- 
rate both their bodies and minds. 
As their offspring partake of those 
effects, they groW up able men, 
proper for the defente of their coun- 
try either by sea or land, fit to en- 
gage with any of the active and la- 
borious pursuits in life. If pro- 
perly educated and reared up in the 
knowledge of real honour, truth, * 
and justice, inculcated with honest 
good principles, they aje a blessing 
to their country, highly useful and 
agreeable members in society. Such . 
an offspring is the comfort,, delight, 
and glory of fatiiers : nor are they 
less a blessincr and comfort to them- 
selves ; their blood is pure and ac- 
tive, and flows copiously through 
their system ; their animal spirits 
strong, their health vigorous, their 
sensations pleasant and full of* de- 
light, and their feelings not soon 
nor lastingly wounded 3 they are free 
i froth those qualities and defects hi 
constitution, which bring forth 
fearful ness, melancholy, and a long 
train of wretched sensations, and 
they are the happiest, the most foi*- 
tunate, of the human race, and con- 
sequently have the most powerful 
cause to be thankful that they had 
sportsmen for their' fathers. Yet 
think not, ye jovial sportsmen, that 
exercise, pure air, and the delights 
of the field, are mpans sufficient for

The anxiety of the 
sporting world relative to this ' 
niatcb> continues to increase as the 
lime approaches for the event, and 
considerable sums are every day 
l^ettod upon the issue. The Cap'« 



tain will go, for the twenty-four 
hours, on st piece of chosen groand 
on the Beacon Course at Newmar- 
ket, Ta mile to and fro. He pur- 
sues his course of traming with un- 
common avidity, and he has made 
a trial of his powers several times 
for twenty hours together 5 but 
\^hflt he can do is kept a aecret, al- 
though the cognoscenti in London 
will back him to go upwards of 
100 miles in 19 hours. Wood has 
also taken his usual training } he 
exercises daily; and the ground 
over which he will perform is three 
miles in length, and about a mile 
from that chosen by the Captain. 
The ground over which the pedes- 
trians perform will be lined with 
booths, and lighted up. The ave- 
rage betting is from 100 to 90 in 
favour of Wood, who, it will be 
remembered, gives twenty miles ; 
SIX to four that Wood is the favour- 
ite during the first five hours of 
performance. Even betting that 
the Captain goes upwards of lOO 
miles in 19 hours ; also even bet- 
ting that he performs 130 miles in 
the 24 hoiirs, exclusive of the 20 
given him by his adversary. Jt 
will be seen by this statement that 
Wood is the favourite, although 
Captain Barclay is backed to do 
150 miles *, so that the former mu^ 
go si^ miles and a half an hour to 
win. The pedestrians, it is under- 
stood, will not ipake any stop^ 
pages. 

Li^VdTBNANT Webster, of ik^ 
Eleventh Ih*agoons, lately won a 
wager of 500 guineas, by walkiog 
from Ipswich to Whitechapel, n 
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distance of 6g miles^ in 23 hours 
and 18 minutes^ being 42 minute^ 
within the I given time. He was 
accompanied by 'Mr. Jackson, o/ 
piigiliritic xielebrity. 

I'he alx)ve gentleman, Wedder- 
burne Webster, Esq. (nephew to 
the late Fletcher Read, Esq.) since 
undertook, for a wager of ttoO gui- 
neas, to ride a favourite horse, his 
, ^ property, from Ipswich to JLondon, 
in the short space of five hours.— 
The judges of the powers of horses 
considered the wager as a certain 
loss, and consequently the odds ran 
high against the performance^ On 
the morning of the 7th, at an earty 
hour, Mr. Webster commenced his 
journey from Ipswich, and the 
sporting circles Uned the road from 
the Metropolis : anxiety has never 
been more strongly excited. The 
aninjal ran the first twenty miles in 
p?ie hour and ten minutes, when the 
rider halted for a few minutes, and 
gave the horse a portion of wine 
and water. The animal had to 
perform 14 miles an hour at start- 
jug, and it kept on ?t a running 
rate the whole of the distance.-— 
Whitechapel Ghurch was the ex- 
tent of the journey, at which place 
the horse and its rider arrived in 
four horse and fifty minutes, hav- 
ing performed the journey in ten 
minutes less than the given time. 
Mr. W. rides about pst: 

In consequence of the above, no 
less than three matches against time, 
of a nature similar to that perform- 
ed by Mr. Webster's hoise Buz- 
zard, were naa^e. Mr. Hall un- 
dertook to ridp a gelding from 
Hounslow to Newbury, and back 
to Reading, a distance of 73 miles, 
in five hours and a quarter, within 
9 fortnight 5 and Mr. Wells, a gen- 
tleman known on the turf, betted 
ji hundred guineas, that he would 
Tide a horse from Whitechapel to 






the 36-mile stone on the Ipswich 
road, in two hours and 20 minutes. 
— On the 1 4th, Mr. Hall started, 
agreeably to the terms of the match 
above-mentioned. His mare went 
the first twenty miles in one hour 
and twenty minutes, when Mr. 
H. haired. She then reached^ 
Theal (34 miles) in another hour. 
Half the distance was thus per- 
formed in seven minutes Jess than 
half the time allowed. The ani- 
mal went the next thirteen miles 
in an hour, which being at a losUig 
rate, and symptoms of lameness 
appearing, the owner reluctantly 
gave up the bet, after having gone 
49 miles in three hours and 32 mi- , 
nutes. The odds at starting were 
two to one against the perform- 
ance. 

On Monday the 21st, Mr. 
Wells also made his effort, and 
completely failed.* He rode thir- 
teen miles and a half in the first 
hour, and was an^ hour going the 
next twelve miles, the horse having 
completely gone off his speexi. The 
match, which w^as going half the 
distance in half the time as that 
performed by Mr. Webster, was 
relinquished, the horse, having but 
half an hour left to perform eight 
miles and a half. 

We have not heard any particu- 
lars of the third match, but all 
Mr. Webster's competitors have 
failed. Tom Marsden, the dealer, 
however, it is said, has entered the 
list, and, we are informed, intends 
not only to produce a horse which 
shall make him the successful rival 
of Mr. Webster, but also strike 
the sporting world with wonder. 

More partridges have been kill- 
ed this season in the first twelve 
days of shooting, than the oldest 
sportsman recollects during a simi-- 
iar period. This is in some mea- 
sure 
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sure to be accounted for, from the 
very favourable summer for breed- 
ing, and parti/ from the general 
clearance of the corn fields prior 
to the first of Septe^nber. The 
birds are, however, now so much 
thinned, that a good shot may 'tire 
himself completely, without greatly 
feeling the weight of his game bag. 

Among the most remarkable 
circumstances that have occurred 
during the present shooting season 
may be reckoned the following : — 
On the first of September, Mr. G. 
Austin and Mr S. Foster, accompa- 
nied by Sir James Knowles, went 
over the manor of Fobsey Magnus, 
in Cornwall, and killed in the 
course of the day the enormcusr" 
number of forty-three brace of 
birds. The former gentleman had 
one shot at a woodcock, which be 
winged; but, from the dryness of 
the cover, the dogs would not hunt 
it. In addition to his thirteen brace 
nf partridges, Mr. Austin killed 
five hares and a water-rail. — And 
what renders the circumstance 
more extraordinary is, that both 
Mr; Austin and Mr. Foster shoot 
in spectacles. 

A SHOOTING match at partridges 
was made on the 10th instant, be- 
tween Major Howard, of the Dra- 
goons, and a keeper of the name of 
Pearson, at Stowe, Bui^ks, for one 
hundred guineas, who should kill 
the most birds 4n twenty shots* 
The keeper w;as backed by his 
master^ W. AiVatson, Esq. and the 
match was decided in three day s^ 
jn the neighbourhood of Beacpn$n 
field, Marlow, and Stoke. T^q 
Major, on the first day, had* nine 
shots, out of which he killed five 
brace and a half of birds ; on the 
second day, he killed three brace 
and a half in eight shots, having 
fnade one miss y qxx<\ on the third 



morning he killed a leash of birds 
in the the other three shots, mak- 
ing,akoge)her ten brace and a half. 
The keeper, who was accompanied 
by his competitor, had only four 
shofs on the first day, and he, killed 
a leash of birds; on the second 
day he trod up a covey in some 
turnips, and brought a leash of 
them to bag, He had eleven other 
shots, and regularly brought a bird 
to bag. He had to kill four birds 
in four shots, and after killing twice, 
he brought down a brace, and 
killed his last bird, which decided 
the naatch in his favour by one 
bird. 

Cot^oNEL Brereton and aiiother 
gentleman, being out shooting on 
Monday the 14th instant, near 
Eroadchalk, Wilts, the Colonel 
fired at a hare, and killed not only 
that, but another hare, which he 
did not perceive when he fired.— 
Afterwards, one' of the same party 
brought down a partridge, which 
fell on a hare in her fonn ; one of 
their dogs springing at the bird,, 
caught the hare and killed it.— 
These are two very remarkable cir- 
cumstances in the Vinals of sport- 
ing, but they are undubitable facts. 

A GENTJJBMAN of Preston^ shoot« 
ing at Hambieton in the Fylde^ 
kil^e^ a partridj^ perfectly white^ 
from a covey in which thcjre were 
three of the same colour. 

In* the neighbourhood of Hali- 
fax, a white sky-lark was lately 
taken out of a nest of larks, distin- 
guished from its companions only 
by its colour. This- singular bird 
has shed its feathers, and is now a 
shining milk white. 

PuGiLisjid..— A battle took place 
at five o'clock in the afternoon of 
the 4th instant, in a field near Padr 
dington Gravel Pits, for twenty 
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gmnea$ a side, between Thomas 
Wall, a reputed pugilist, and a 
Bristol a»an, who is only, in his no- 
viciate. :^ Thomas Jones seconded 
the Bristol man, and Bob Clark 
seconded Wall, and ftyan was his 
bottle*.hotder. The Bristcrf man 
came into the ring in good spirits : 
betg w^re five to two in his iavotir 
before - sla-ipping. In the :first 
round he shewed ai good deal of 
science: after good sparring on' 
bo^ sides, be gave his antagonist 
a well-directed blow under the left 
ear, which brought him to the- 
ground. However, in the fifteenth 
and sixteenth rounds, the odds 
changed in favour of Wall. They 
fought thirty-four severe rounds in 
forty miiiutes, when Wall was car- 
ried out of the ring by his friends, 
and brought bafck a quarter of an 
hour afterwards, when tliey wished 
bim to b6gin again ; but this wa^ 
not suffered by the party belonging 
to the j^ristol nfian. 

The amateurs of the fist, in thfe 
vicinity of Bristol, had a grand 
muster on Saturday, the 5th, to 
gratify their taste with a view of a 
pitched battle between two first- 
rate natives. The candidates for 
the purse of fifty guineas, were 
Horton and Young Crib — the for- 
mer of whom .has beaten, all the 
dons in that nursery for bruisers, 
Bristol. His battles, previous to 
the present one, were with Cottle, 
a famed professor, whp was about 
to be matched against Gully a 
twelvemonth since 3 and Horton 
having won every match, he is 
about to be transplanted to the 
London list, the countrymen hav- 
ing signified their determination to 
match him against any bruiser, the 
Game Chicken excepted. Young 
Crib is a relative of the well-known 
boxer of that name, and Crib went 



Sown to Bi^istol, to second him in 
this event. — Bettings were nearly 
level at setting to 5 bilt the powers 
of Horton over his adversary were 
manifested in a short time, and al- 
though young Crib ntadef a good 
stand, h& was beaten^.i^i ;twenty4 
^ve minutes, in high stile. Hgr- 
tpn is. a faoKHis two-handed 'fight- 
er, and jfonng Crib being rather 
dow, he was hit abroad in almost^ 
every round. After victoiy had 
b«?en declared, Horton challenged 
to fight the celebrated Crib in the 
ring, where he had vanquished his 
relative, for IpOgs, or he would 
.contend with either him or Gully 
for that sum, at any time. 

The battle of George Holmes, 
a celebrated fighting coachman,* 
from Dunsd^n, Berks, and a barge- 
man of the name of Gabriel Hea- 
ver, was 'decided on l^iday, the 
28tb, for fifty guineas, in a mea- 
dow near Cranford. The coach- 
man is an experienced bruiser, who 
possesses a good deal of science, he 
liaving vanquished half a score op- 
ponents in a short time. The size 
and .appearance of the bas^eman 
were alone sufficient to strike ter- 
ror into the breast of his opponent ; 
but he had scarcely begun to set to, 
when he acted furiotisly on the of- 
fensive, by running at his adversary 
with all his might, who stopped bis 
blows,' received him right and left, 
and with one hand broke his nose, 
whilst with the other he winded 
and felled him by a hit in the sto- 
mach. The oldest amateur never 
saw such tattering in the first 
round 5 but the navigator was as 
great a proficient at receiving, as 
his adversary was at giving. Holmes 
grew weak in the middle of the 
battle, and in this state he received 
one of his adversary's swinging 
blows, which had nearly dccicidd 
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the contest. He, however, reco* 
vered, and in the end beat his ad-, 
versary quite blind. The battle 
, lasted one hoar and twenty mi- 
nutes.

After much 
trouble they traced them in thc^ 
direction of Bristol, and suspecting 
that tliey might have strayed to- 
wards Kingswood, they hastened 
thither, and in their search found 
one of them grazing in Cock-road 
Common. The gentlemen seized 
the horse; as it was late in the 
evening they did not thihk it pru- 
dent to bring it through the coun- 
try, but led it to a neighbouring 
inn, secured it in tlie stable, and 
bespoke supper and beds for the * 
nights In the morning they dis- 
covered that the stable ^oor had 
been forced, and not only tbe sto- 
len horse carried off, but the two 
others which they had used in the 
pursuit, with saddles and bridles all 
together.
